Soviet Troops Must Be 
Withdrawn From Disput- 
ed Territory, Ambassador 
Tells Litvinov. 


“NO OCCASION FOR 


DIPLOMATIC TALK” | 


Situation “Very Strained,” 
Tokio Envoy Says After 
Two-Hour Discussion 
With Foreign Commissar. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, July 1.—Soviet For- 
eign Commissar Maxim Litvinov 
canceled every other diplomatic ap- 
pointment today to deal with 
Japan’s Ambassador on the Far 
Eastern border situation. , 

The Soviet Government unex- 
pectedly floated a defense loan of 
four billion rubles. It was expected 
to be oversubscribed. immediately. 

The bonds will pay 4 per 
interest and the money will be 
used for “consolidation of national 
defense.” ~The Far Eastern. situa- 
tion may be used to popularize the 
loan. | 

Japanese Ambassador Mamoru 
Shigemitsu. and Litvinov began 
their conference with the Japanese 
envoy pressing forcefully for evac- 
uation of Russian armed forces 
from Amur River Islands’_ which 
Manchoukuo, Japanese-sponsored 
state, contends belong to it. 

The Japanese Ambassador said 
after the two-hour conference with 
Litvinov that the situation was 
“very strained.” 

The Japanese Ambassador said 
Litvinov neither agreed to nor re- 
fused the Japanese Government's 


‘demands, but that the Soviet Gov-. 


ernment had again rejected the 
Japanese protest on the river clash. 

“In view of developments we 
shall have to consider the whole 
situation,” Shigemitsu said. 

He made it clear to Litvinov that 
Japan wanted the Soviet troops 
evacuated from Amur River islands, 
with a strong intimation of very 
serious’ consequences unless this 
was done. 

Friction in the area brought an 
armed -clash yesterday between 
Soviet gunboats and Japanese-Man- 
choukuan border troops. 

' Earlier Conference. 

The Ambassador held a confer- 
ence at the Foreign Office ear!v 
today with M. Stomoniakov, Vice- 
Commissar of Foreign Affairs. 

The Russian representative place4 
a sharp counter-protest with Am- 
bassador Shigemitsu and charged 
Japan was responsible for the out- 
break of hostilities. . 

Before the Ambassador left his 
home for the interview with Sto- 
moniakov, he indicated Japan did 
not consider the dispute over the 
sovereignty of the Amur River 
Islands subject to diplomatic dis- 
cussion, 

He declared Japan intended to 
protect ‘fully Manchoukuo’s claim to 
the territory which the _ Soviet 
claims under two treaties signed 
with China in 1858 and 1860, seven 


decades before Manchoukuo became 


an independent nation. 

The interview was said to have 
ended inconclusively at 3 o’clock 
this morning. 

Diplomatic quarters here- re- 
garded the situation as unusually 
tense in view of Japan’s threat to 
defend Manchoukuo’s claim and 
Russia’s firm insistence the islands 
belong to the Soviet Union. 

Observers recalled, as having an 
important bearing on the crisis, the 
statement of Josef Stalin, secre- 
tary-general of the Communist 
party: “The Soviet Union does not 
want an inch ~f anyone’s territory 
and will not yield an inch of its 
own.” 

The night conference was under- 
stood to have ended when Stom- 
oniakov told Shigemitsu he was not 
empowered to deal with the ques- 
tion of troop evacuation. 

Two Versions of Fight. 

The Japanese.Ambassador _§ re- 
peated his version of the fight on 
the border to the Soviet representa- 
tive, charging three Russian gun- 
boats had invaded Manchoukuan 
waters. The Russian version, as 
given in a dispatch of the Tass 
(Russian official) news agency de- 
clared: 

“A Japanese-Manchoukuan cut- 
ter fired at a Soviet frontier guard- 
boat in the vicinity. of Sennufu Is- 
land in the Amur River. Following 
a return of firé>by the Soviet post, 
the Japanese opened artillery fire 
from ‘the Manchoukuan shore of 
Amur on the Soviet frontier cutter 
cruising near the Soviet shore, dam-

Fahy, after receipt -of .her elec- 
tion, asked the Department of Jus- 
tice in. Washington for instructions 
on which prison Mrs. Muench was 
to be taken to, and was directed 
to take her to the United States 
Detention Farm at Milan, Mich. She 
will be taken there within @ week. 

Mrs. Muench had hoped to go to 
the model reformatory at Alderson, 
W. Va., but recently became recon- 
ciled to serving ker sentence else- 
where. Discipline at the Milan in- 
stitution is ‘stricter than at Alder- 
son. Since Dec. 26 Mrs. Muench 
has been in jail here, 


Her husband, Dr. Ludwig O. 


*>Muench, was taken last week to 


the Leavenworth Penitentiary, to 
begin serving his eight-year-term. 
Mrs. Helen Berroyer has been at 
Alderson since March. Mrs. Muench 
several timés has indicated her 
willingness to go to. Alderson . but 
always has been told that prison 
was filled and could not accommo- 
date her. Other women, convicted 
in St. Louis during the six months 
Mrs. Muench has been.in jail, have 
been sent to Alderson, however. 

The four baby hoax conspirators 
have not yet perfected their appeal, 
which must be filed by July 12, 
and the months they have spent in 
jail will not be credited against 
their prison terms. 

Mrs. Muench has ‘been an unruly 
prisoner at the jail. Her dark red 
hair has become streaked with gray 
because jail authorities have cut 
off her supply of henna, and she 
has given way frequently to hys- 
terical outbursts, Recently she 
was beaten in a fight with two 
other women prisoners, each of 
whom weighed -more than 200 
pounds. ay 

Still in the City Jail with her is 
the disbarred lawyer, Wilfred Jones, 
also sentenced to 10 years in prison 
for participation in the hoax. 


FOUR ARRESTED, ACCUSED 
OF $500,000 STOCK FRAUD 


Hollywood (Cal.) Cabaret Owner 
and Three Brooklyn Men Held 
in New York.

Graham who said the frauds took 
place between June, 1934, and Janu- 
ary, 1935. 

Harry Klein was convicted sev- 
eral months ago in connection with 
the so-called Wallace G. Garland 
mail fraud scheme and sentenced to 
three and a half years. He was at 
liberty on bail pending an appeal 
when arrested today.

COMMISSION IS 


NAMED BY STARK 


Two Democrats and Two 
Republicans Appointed to 
Control Conservation 
Matters in Missouri. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


‘JEFFERSON CITY, July 1— 
Gov. Stark today announced the 
membership of the new State Wild 
Life Conservation Commission, 
which under a constitutional 
amendment adopted last Novem- 
ber, comes into existence today to 
have complete control of fish and 
game protection and all conserva- 
tion matters under very broad 
powers. 

The Governor named two Demo- 
crates and two Republicans. The 


commissioners are: 

E. Sydney Stephens of Columbia, 
who directed the campaign for the 
adoption of the constitutional 
amendent, and who is an intense 
advocate of non-political manage- 
ment of the department, He is a 
Democrat, appointed for a four-year 
term. 

A. P; Greensfelder, Republican, of 
St. Louis, an authority on State and 
city planning, appointed for a six- 
year term. 

Wilbur C. Buford, State Fish and 
Game Commissioner during the 
Park administration, and head of 
the Fish and Game Department un- 
til it went out of existence last mid 
night, He is a Democrat. 

John F. Case, Republican, of 
Wright City, editor of the Missouri 
Ruralist, former chairman of the 
State Board of Agriculture and a 
widely known farm leader.

EMPEROR CALLS IN

‘TOKIO, July 1—Emperor Hiro-

Some Japanese 
newspaper divisions said the Sov- 
iets had mobilized 300,000 men in 
13 divisions of their vast Far East- 
ern Red army, supported by planes, 
armored cars and tanks, 

Japanese reports said tonight 
that five more Soviet gunboats had 
appeared at Sennufu Island. 

The Mikado, after the Cabinet 
meeting, called Navy Minister Ad- 
miral Yonai to his palace to tell 
him the newest developments.

31, only 25 per cent of the usual 
penalties will be assessed on pay- 
ments of delinquent real estate and 
personal property taxes. In Sep- 
tember and October 50 per cent of 
the penalties will be levied and in 
November and December 75 per 
cent, 

On the amount. in the mailbags 
and additional payments coming in 
by July 18, depends the fate of four 
special tax bills awaiting approval 
or veto by Mayor Dickmann. The 
Mayor has announced that he would 
sign the measures unless gross col- 
lections of back taxes since the 
remission law took effect reached 
$7,000,000, of which the city’s gen- 
eral fund share would be $3,220,000. 

The city’s share of the $2,740,523 
receipts thus far announced is $1,- 
260,640. Adding income from back 
taxes received since the fiscal year 
opened in April, the city has been 
assured so far of $1,432,833 for its 
general fund, compared with $2,- 
350,000 income from this sourcé an- 
ticipated by the current budget for 
the entire fiscal year. However, 
the city’s needs for the year in ex- 
cess of the budget estimates have 
been placed at more than $3,000,000. 
The yield of the pexnding special tax 
bills has been estimated at $1,950,- 
000 a year. 

Delinquent taxes here totaled 
$15,356,983 at the time of annual 
compilation, March 1, and were 
nearly $15,000,000 when the remis- 
sion of penalties began. The city’s 
share of the total was almost $6,- 


900,000.

tinctly remembered Higgins’ lan- 
guage. 
¢ Shot in the Back. 

Dr. Lawrence Jacques, Chicago 
surggon, then took the stand to ex- 
plain the Coroner’s autopsy report. 
It stated that Rothmund was shot 
in the back, the bullet lodging 
against the wall of the abdomen. 
Dr. Jacques said the condition of 
the wound indicated the bullet was 
fired from a distance. 

Recalled to the stand, Patrolman 
Higgins said he had nothing to add 
to his testimony. 

“T can’t tell no lie about it,” he 
said. “I told you what I seen.” 

Marijuana in the Evidence. 

Patrolman Philip Igoe began his 
testimony by expressing an opinion 
that many of the marchers were 
under the influence of marijuana 
cigarettes. . 

“What did they do to give you 
that impression?” La _ Follette 
asked. “Well, they frequently burst 
into hilarious laughter, and they 
had a monotonous chant that went 
ViCc¢Ccro.” 

“Has it been your experience that 
marijuana smokers usually chant 
CIO, Cl O?” asked La Follette, 
but the answer was lost in ensuing 
bedlam of merriment. 

Higgins had testified that he saw 
a marcher fire a sawed-off shot- 
gun, but hadn’t heard whether any- 
one was hit. Igoe testified he saw 
a marcher fire three to five shots 
from a nickel-plated revolver. 

“Then one of them hit me with 
an iron bar and knocked me 
down,” Igoe continued, 
on the ground, I drew my revolver 
and fired first at his ankle. My 
second shot hit him above the 
knee.” 

Senator Thomas was curious to 
know how anyone could fire a 
sawed-off shotgun into a mass of 
policemen without hitting one, but 
neither of the patrolmen attempted 
to explain it. No policeman was 
shot. 

Police Suggest Motives. 

Up to this stage the police had 
attributed.the strike demonstration 
to three sources. Captain Mooney 
said they were under the influence 
of “Communistic agitators,” Cap- 
tain Kilroy had declared they were 
drunk, and Igoe put their actions 
down to marijuana cigarettes, None 
had suggested that they might have 
been actuated by a desire to win 
the steel strike. 

Policemen With Pickhandles. 

Sergt. Lyons, who directed the 
gassing of the strikers, took the 
stand this morning and attempted 
to explain photographs showing. po- 
licemen carrying heavy clubs whol- 
ly unlike regular police clubs. It 
had been suggested that some of 
them were armed with pickhandles 
inside the plant. The Sergeant sug- 
gested these were clubs dropped by 
marchers. 


Thereupon Senator LaFollette, 


“As I lay. 


chairman of the Civil Liberties 
Committee, showed him _ several 
photographs, taken before the trou- 
ble started, showing policemen wait- 
ing for the marchers, and holding 
these large, white clubs. 


Nervous and agitated, Lyons rat- 
tled off a succession of statements, 
some of which were incoherent. 

“I’m just trying to stand up for 
the Chicago Police Department,” he 
said. “My father was a policeman, 
my brother is a policeman, and I 
married a policeman’s wife. When 
those rocks started coming over, 
I wasn’t thinking of anything but 
my wife and four children.” 

“Suppose we get back to these 
clubs,” the chairman suggested, 
handing him another photograph. 
“Would you say this is a regular 
policeman’s club?” The sergeant 
took the picture with trembling 
hands. 

“I can’t say whether that is a 
club or not,” he finally said. “It 
may be a crease in that officer’s 
pants.” Spectators snorted. 

“Obviously,” snapped La Follette, 
“it isn’t a crease in anyone’s pants, 
and this photograph is here for the 
inspection. of anybody who may be 
interested in your testimony.” 

There were moments when it ap- 
peared the sergeant, a gaunt, pallid 
man, might burst into tears. ° 

“Typographical Errors.” 

He became further agitated when 
La Follette questioned him about 
an affidavit in which he stated the 
marchers approached in “military 
formation.” He questioned making 
the statement until La Follette 
showed it to him. Then he mut- 
tered something about “typograph- 
ical errors.” Finally La Follette 
held up a photograph showing the 
marchers advancing in a straggling, 
irregular column, and demanded: 


“What army did you ever see 
which employs such a formation as 
this?” “The Mexican army,” Lyons 
replied. 

When Senator Thomas pointed 
out that the flags at the head of 
the procession were not attended by 
color guards, the sergeant an- 
swered: “You must remember that 
a majority of the people who work 
in these steel mills are foreigners 
and they probably haven’t as much 
respect for the flag as you and I.” 

A chorus of hisses came from the 
spectators, drawing a rebuke from 
the chairman. 


The audience was again amused 
when Sergt. Lyons picked out a 
marcher in a photograph, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that “he has 
just thrown a rock, because his 
right arm is hanging down the way 
a man’s arm does after he has 
thrown something.” 

“Now here is another man,” La 
Follette commented, “holding his 
hands together across his stomach 
—what about him?” 

“He might have a rock concealed 
asked.

Disturbed by Laughter. 

Disturbed by the laughter which 
followed, Lyons started to explain 
“to these good people,” but La Fol- 
lette orered him to confine himself 
to testimony.

“He may be 
drawing his handkerchief,” Lyons 
replied. 

“From his holster?” 
drowned out. 

After La Follette had pointed out 
numerous policemen, revolvers in 
hand, pursuing the fleeing strikers, 
and had asked Lyons whether those 
officers were acting “in self-de- 
fense,” and after Lyons had repeat- 
edly declared he could not discover 
the revolvers, the Chairman asked 
him how long it had been since he 
had his eyes examined. The wea- 
pons were easily discernible by re- 
porters sitting near Lyons. 

Says Marchers Fired First. 

Patrolman Jacob C. Woods, a 
dapper, strapping, young Negro, 
who followed Lyons, said the first 
shot came from the marchers, strik- 
ing a patrol wagon in the rear. Po- 
lice began firing about 30 seconds

Contradicting the testimony of 
his superiors, Woods declared the 
marchers started throwing rocks 
when they approached within 100 
feet of the police line, and con- 
tinued to do so throughout the col- 
loquy which followed. 

La Follette produced an affidavit 
made by Woods at police headquar- 
ters June 23, in which he stated 
he knew a gas bomb and a shot 
came from the “mob,” and also 
stated that stones were thrown aft- 
er it had reached thé police line. 

Changes Testimony. 

“How do you reconcile those sworn 
statements with your testimony 
here today?” La Follette asked 
Woods floundered badly. Then 
Woods changed his testimony, and 
said he didn’t know where the first 
shot came from, or whether it was 
a bullet which hit the patrol wagon. 

Then La Follette produced anoth- 
er photograph showing Woods 
standing by the patrol wagon, and 
the crowd in full retreat, enveloped 
in clouds of gas. There was no 
evidence of gas around Woods, al- 
though he had testified that a gas 
bomb from the crowd “burst in my 
face” before the police opened fire. 
Woods couldn’t explain it. 
Police Captain Admits Brutality of 

Attack on Strikers. 

A reluctant admission that the 
conduct of Chicago police was 
“pretty brutal” was wrung from 
Capt. Thomas Kilroy on the witness 
stand late yesterday. Kilroy was 
second in command of the police 
who participated in the killing in 
South Chicago. 

His admission of police brutality 
came only after Chairman La Fol- 
lette had confronted him with two 


photographs showing policemen 


clubbing fallen men, and demanded 
that Kilroy give his opinion of such 
conduct. One of the photographs 
showed Kilroy standing by, a pas- 
sive spectator of the clubbing. He 
excused it on the ground that “we 
were all excited.” 


Says Crowd Threw Bricks. 


Kilroy, whose testimony followed 
that of Mooney, concurred in his 
superior’s statement that the 
trouble started when persons in the 
rear of the crowd threw bricks and 
stones at the police 

“After that,” he said, “it 
every man for himself.” 

“Do you mean the police got out 
of control?” Senator Thomas ex- 
claimed. “Well, at-a time like that 
it-is pretty difficult,” Kilroy re 
plied. 

“You don’t mean to say that the 
police themselves degenerated into 
a mob?”. “Oh, no, I wouldn’t say 
that.” 

“Did you at any time order them 
to cease firing?” La Follette inter- 
posed. Kilroy said he did not. 


Picture of Kilroy Looking On. 

The chairman handed Kilroy a 
picture showing a policeman beat- 
ing a fallen man, who was trying 
to protect his head with his arms, 
while Kilroy looked on. 

“What have you got to say about 
that?” asked the chairman. Kil- 
roy hesitated, but finally brought a 
roar of laughter. from the specta- 
tors by replying: “Well, it isn’t a 
very good picture.” 

“Would you say that policeman 
was acting in self defense?” “No. I 
wouldn't.” 

“You were standing there—why 
didn’t you stop him?”. “Maybe I 
did.” 

“In this picture you appear to be 
perfectly stationary.” “I might 
have just come up.” 


Another Photograph. 

La Follette held up the second 
photograph, showing a policeman 
bringing his club down on _ the 
head of a man lying in the grass. 

“Aren’t you ashamed of that?” 

the chairman asked. Kilroy didn’t 
reply. 
“Do you think that sort of thing 
will increase public respect for law- 
enforcement in Chicago and I- 
linois?”

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DISPUTE OVER DEATH | 


UF PICKET IN CANTON 


Strikers Say He Was Hit by 
Guardsman; Coroner Finds 
No Evidence. 


By the Associated Press. 


CANTON, O., July 1—Dr. Ed 
Reno, Stark County Corcner, an- 
nounced last night he found no evi- 
dence of violence on the body of a 
CIO steel strike picket whom Mar- 
tin J. Beckner, local strike leader, 
described as the victim of an as- 
sault by an Ohio National Guards- 
- man, 

C. D. Spiker, at whose undertak- 
ing establishment the Coroner per- 
formed an autopsy,. quoted Dr. 
Reno as saying: “I found no evi- 
dence of violence that might have 
caused this man’s death.” Police 
Sergt. Ed Woodslayer said the pick- 
et, Cresanto Lopez, was a: heart at- 
tack victim. 

Woolslayer said a passing motor- 
ist saw Lopez lying beside a road 
in Canton’s industrial section and 
took him to Mercy Hospital, where 
he was pronounced dead. 

Brigadier-General William M. 
Marlin, National Guard ccmmand- 
ant here, said in a formal state- 
ment: 

“Investigation by civil author- 
ities, the report from Mercy Hos- 
pital and the report of the Coroner 
of the City of Canton indicate that 
the death of Cresanto Lopez was 
not caused in any way by any con- 
tact, physical or otherwise, with 
any of the National Guard troops 
in this command.” 

Says He Was Hit by Trooper. 

Beckner declared before an open 
air CIO rally that Lopez was a 
striking Republic Steel Corpora- 
tion employe and had been struck 
on the head by a guardsman who 
had ordered him to “move on.” 

“Lopez was standing on a corner 
and a National Guardsman hit him 
on the head,” shouted -Beckner. 
“But it’s going to take more than 
a killing for us to forget Ohio's 
“Governor (Gov. Martin L. Davey, 
‘who ordered militiamen into the 
strike area).

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PLEA T0 COURTS 
T0 CONTROL LAY 
PRACTICE OF LAW 


Boyle G. Clark, Head of 
State Bar Committee, 
Gives Closing Argument 
in Adjusters’ Case. 


COLUMBIA, Ma.. July 1.—A plea 


Court and the State Bar Committees 
to raise the standards of‘the prac- 


tice of law in Missouri will be in 
vain unless courts prevent laymen 
from unethically engaging in law 
practice in competition with the 
bar was made here today by Boyle 
G. Clark of Columbia, chairman of 
the State Bar Committees. 

Clark made the plea as the clos- 
ing defense argument in the trial 
of a suit for declaratory judgment 
which named him and members of 
the State Bar Advisory Committee 
as defendants. Plaintiffs are six 
mutual casualty insurance com- 
panies which seek a decision re- 
straining the State Bar Committees 
from proceeding against them for 
alleged illegal practice of law by 
their lay adjusters and claims ex- 
ecutives in Missouri. 

“Your responsibility,” Clark urged 
the Court, “is as great in this case 
as ours has been for the last two 
and one-half years in correcting 
the deplorable conditions we have 
found within the bar in Missouri.” 

Clark insisted it would be impos- 
sible “to maintain the high integ- 
rity of the bar” unless competition 
for business from lay sources 
were removed. 

Time for Filing Briefs. 

Following a rebuttal argument 
by William S. Hogsett of Kansas 
City, chief counsel] for the insur- 
ance companies, the Court took the 
case under advisement. Plaintiff at- 
torneys were given 15 days in which 
to file a brief and the defendants 
15 days after receipt of a copy of 
the plaintiffs’ brief, with the plain- 
tiffs being allowed five days to file 
an answer after that. 

Hearing the case was a three- 
member court presided over by 
Judge W. M. Dinwiddie of Colum- 
bia and including as advisory mem- 
bers Judge Wesley McAfee of St. 
Louis and Judge E. M. Dearing of 
Potosi. . 

Because of the precedent-setting 
nature of the case, it was regarded 
as certain that, regardless of the 
outcome of the suit here, the case 
will be appealed to the Missouri Su- 
preme Court and probably eventu- 
ally to the United States Supreme 
Court. , 
Clark’s Argument. 

Much of €Clark’s argument was 
devoted to denial that it was any 
intention of the Bar Committees to 
make an illegal practice of law in- 
terpretation apply to millions of 
lay employes engaged in settling 
claims and other contractual busi- 
ness. 

It was the plaintiff's contention 
throughout the suit that if lay ad- 
justers and claims men for insur- 
ance companies were practicing law 
illegally then more than 3,000,000 
other laymen—such as the railroad 
man selling a ticket, the farmer 
marketing his livestock and a sales- 
man closing an advertising contract 
—were also equally guilty of illegal 
law practice. Clark insisted that de- 
cision in the case would not “reach 
down into matters of the conduct 
of ordinary business.” 

Clark argued that “I have con- 
fidence that the courts will decide 
with reasonableness and in the pub- 
lic interest’ when the time arrives 
for them to adjudicate on how a de- 
cision defining the illegal practice 
of law shall be applied to the ordi- 
nary affairs of business. 

The State Bar Committees chair- 
man, over strenuous objections of 
insurance counsel that such was 
not in the evidence of the trial, 
announced that the Hardware Mu- 
tual Casualty Insurance Co., one of 
the six plaintiff corporations in the 
case, had informed him it intended 
immediately to withdraw support 
from the suit and comply with the 
recommendations of the Bar Com- 
mittee by replacing all of its lay 
claims adjusters with attorneys as 
soon as practically possible. The 
five other plaintiff companies are 
the Liberty Mutual, American Mu- 
tual Liability, Lumbermen’s Mutual 
Casualty, Employers’ Mutual In- 
demnity and the Employers’ Mu- 
tual Liability. 

Answer to Clark. 

Answering Clark, Hogsett ac- 
cused the defense of “going out- 
side the record” and announced: 
“I will not make or attempt to 
make a Fourth of July speech.” 
Hlogsett asserted that “this proce- 
dure is shortsighted for the Bar 
Committees” because in the event 
insurance companies employ attor- 
neys exclusively for settlement of 
claims they will ultimately handle 
all] their legal business with their 
own Salaried attorneys to the ex- 
clusion of employment of outside 
independent lawyer firms. 

Contempt Action Cited. 

W. H. Becker of Columbia, who 
presented the major part of the de- 
fense closing argument, said the 
court was without authority to rule 
in the matter because contempt ac- 
tion had been started ‘in the Kan- 
sas City Court of Appeals against 
four of the plaintiffs and the court 
here was without authority to over- 
rule any action by the higher court. 

Asserting the plaintiff insurance 
companies are trying to alleviate 
prosecution. for violation of a crim- 
inal statute by petition for decla- 
| ratory judgment, Becker said _ that 
‘they “have no more right to seek 
_a declaratory than I would have 
\if I weré guilty of the murder of 
my wife.” 

In order to maintain such a suit, 
Becker insisted, the risk firms, 
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should have named some law en- a pernicious doctrine.” 


forcing official such as the Attor- 
ney-General because the _ action 
seeks to restrain. enforcement of 
criminal law. 

Becker struck out at the insur- 
ance companies’ contention that lay 
adjusters were not practicing law 
in settling claims because’ they 
were acting for the employer and 
not the client, with the reply that 
“just because you tag something 
the insurance business does not 
keep it from being the practice of 
law. If they are practicing law 
without license, employment by a 
corporation cannot absolve them of 
it.

Citing a State Supreme Court de- 
cision made yesterday which said 
the court would “not tolerate chis- 
eling competition” in practice of 
law, Becker pointed out that an ar- 
gument of the insurance companies 
was that it would “cost too much” 
to hire attorneys instead of lay- 
men “ ‘because I can get these boys 
cheaper and they will do my bid- 
ding day and night.’” 

Becker’s argument that the court 
is without authority in the case 
drew from Hogsett a fiery denun- 
ciation of Clark for “playing fast 
and loose with the Supreme Court,

Crowd of 12,000 Sees U. 
S. Pros Put on Pressure 
to » Win Competition, 
Eight Points to Four.

SOUTHPORT, England, July 1. 
—England’s professional golfers, 
though fine fellows personally and 
uniformly kind to their mothers, 
simply can’t take it very well un- 


der pressure. 

That's the painful and reluctant 
conclusion drawn after watching 
them—with a couple of notable ex- 
cepticus—fizzle out like damp fire- 
crackers in the concluding stages 
of the Ryder cup matches yester- 
day. 

Eight-Point Margin. 

The margin of eight points to 
four by which the Americans won 
their first cup match on British soil 
doesn’t necessarily reflect the dif- 
ference in the brands of golf shot 
by the two countries. Playing 
against themselves and in practice, 
England’s stars have proved they 
can knook the spots off their golf 
courses. 

Even in the Ryder cup matches, 
' the Britishers individually and col- 
lectively showed they had every 
shot in the Americans’ bags. But 
late yesterday, when the going got 
really tough and for a time looked 
like any one of a half dozen 
matches might be decided either 
way, they folded their tents. 

The Americans, their spines stif- 
fened by a hostile gallery which 
roundly applauded missed Ameri- 
can putts, played their greatest golf 
in the crucial stages. 

Ed Dudley, whose finishing quali- 
ties had been questioned at home, 
brought out some of the most bril- 
liant golf of his career in the final 
decisive nine holes. His opponent, 
Alfred Perry, like every other mem- 
ber of the British team except 
Henry Cotton, David Rees, and 
Sam King, couldn’t stand the pres- 
sure. 

Gene Sarazen, three down with 
only 12 holes to play, came home 
a winner against Percy Alliss. 
Gene, burned up at the treatment 
accorded the Americans by the gal- 
loping crowd of at least 12,000 yes- 
terday, doesn’t intend to play in 
England again after. next week’s 
open at Carnoustie.

Harry Sinclair once bought a 
two-year-old of such promise that 
he cost close to $150,000. His 
name was Inchcape. And of all 
things that might have happened 
to him, it remained for a skin 
disease to wreck his campaign 
that year. And, if memory is 
not tricking us, a fire afterwards 
destroyed this costly and promis- 
ing thoroughbred. 

A full brother of Man o’ War 
named Playfellow was sold _ for 
$100,000. But the deal was voided 
and the horse retired from racing 
because it developed that he was 
a “stump sucker.” 

Equipoise, all set for a great 
three-year-old career, rated better 
than the Derby winner of that 
year (Twenty Grand), was afflict- 
ed with a mysterious ailment of 
the kidneys that caused his re- 
tirement just before the Derby. 
He was out for the season, sus- 
pected of having been poisoned. 


Bad Hoof Ruined Cavalcade. 


Cavalcade, greatest three-year- 
old of his day and rated one of 
the greatest in history, had to be 
retired toward the close of the 
season because of bad feet. He 
had the Santa Anita $100,000 race 
seemingly at his mercy and went 
into training for that and again 
he broke down. He was not able 
to race successfully thereafter. 

High Quest, which beat Caval- 
cade in the Preakness and was 


owned by the same stable, was in- 
jured in the Withers Stakes early 
in his three-year-old form and 
never raced again, although he 
might have gone on to be a bet- 
ter horse than Cavalcade.

aie RED GOLDSMITH has 
won fame by developing a 
ball that twisted, proving to 
countless skeptics that a sphere 
could cheat natural laws. 
“Yesterday at the Capitoline 
grounds, a large crowd assembled 
and cheered lustily as a youth 
from New Haven, Conn., named 
Fred Goldsmith, demonstrated to 
the satisfaction of all that a base- 
ball could be so manipulated and 
controlled by throwing it from 
one given point to another as to 
make a pronounced arc in space. 
The test was made by drawing a 
chalk line on the ground a dis- 
tance of 45 feet from one extrem- 
ity to the other. A eight-foot pole 
was driven in an upright position 
at each end, another pole was set 
in the same manner halfway be- 
tween the two end poles, planted 
directly upon the line.

Devalued Franc, Freed From Gold, 
Drops 16 ) Pet. to 26 to the Dollar 


First Reaction to Detree—in Paris Is Demon- 
stration by Government Employes 
Demanding More Pay. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, July 1.—France’s “float- 
ing franc,” devalued to 24.5 to the 
dollar and 120 to the pound, made 
its first appearance on the market 
today. At the close of open market 
trading it fell to 26.06 francs to 


the dollar and 128.93 to the British | 


pound. 

(This makes the franc worth 
3.837 cents in United States money, 
a devaluation of 16.23 per cent from 
the previous minimum permitted.) 


The closing prices were, for the 
time being, lower than the “Poin- 
care franc” of 1928, before the dol- 
lar and the pound were devalued. 

The stock market boomed gen- 
erally after the two-day closing. 

Rises averaged 10 per cent to 
compensate for the drop in value 
of the franc. Three per cent Gov- 
ernment securities closed at 72.75, 
compared with 69.25 on June 28, re- 
flecting also new confidence in the 
Cabinet. 

On Monday, before foreign ex- 
change was suspended to facilitate 
the parliamentary action that gave 
the new Premier, Camille Chau- 
temps, virtually dictatorial powers 
to meet France’s fiscal crisis, the 
franc Closed at 22.42 to the dollar 
and 110.55 to the pound. 

Employes Demand More Pay. 

Sixty young men and women 
Government employes paraded 
through the corridors of the Court- 
house shouting, “Raise our pay.” 

The demonstration, the first open 
reaction to the new devaluation of 
the franc, was quelled quickly by 
guards who dispersed a crowd.

Source of Whispering Campaign.

It is under- 
stood he wished to place the facts 
before the world, but until yester- 
day he had no oce¢asion to break his 
silence on the subject. 

Sir Gerald Wollaston, as Garter 
King of Arms, is the chief func- 
tionary of the ancient College of 
Heralds, and as such he officiates 
in medieval splendor at deaths, ac- 
cessions and coronations of mon- 
archs.

It took the Senate less than an hour Tuesday after- 
noon to do a good piece of business: ratify the eight 
“good-neighbor” treaties formulated and signed last 
December at the Pan-American conference in Buenos 
Aires. The treaties do not go so far as had orig- 
inally been expected, but they are of a highly con- 
structive nature, and hold great potentialities, if put 
to use, in cementing friendly relations in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. Four of the agreements strengthen 
the peace machinery of the American nations, one is 
a pledge of mutual non-interference and the three 
others relate to cultural and educational co-opera- 
tion.

in many other states, in the belief of Senator 
Norris (Ind.), Nebraska, ’the leading cham- 
pion of the unicameral system. 

The new Legislature this year demonstrat- 
ed “great superiority” over the old two- 
house body in Nebraska, Senator Norris says. 
“When the work of this Legislature has been 
fully understood and analyzed, it will have 
its influence upon many other states. In 
time, it will result in the abolishment of the 
old two-house Legislatures in many other 
states besides Nebraska.” 

A similar prediction was made by W. F. 
Willoughby, an eminent political scientist, in 
1934, before adoption of the unicameral plan 
in Nebraska. 

“Should one state make the break and go 
over to the new system of a single cham- 
ber,” Willoughby said, “it might easily re- 
sult that others would speedily follow the ex- 
ample. It is not so long ago that the bi- 
cameral system was the prevailing one in 
our municipalities. With the movement once 
started for the substitution of the unicam- 
eral system, the change over to this system 
took place with great rapidity until at the 
present time the bicameral system is found 
in few of these governments.”

The accuracy of these judgments is at- 
tested by the fact that proposals for estab- 
lishment of the unicameral system were ad- 
vanced in the Legislatures of no fewer than 
22 states this year. One such measure failed 
of passage in the Wisconsin Assembly, late 
in April, by a margin of only eight votes. 
Another proposal was defeated in the lower 
house of the Arkansas Legislature, in Janu- 
ary, on the ground that it represented “a 
step toward dictatorship.” 

Proposals for adoption of the unicameral] 
system were killed in committee in other 
Legislatures, most members contending that 
no action should be taken until the Nebraska 
experiment had demonstrated its usefulness. 

The Nebraska single-house Legislature was 
created under the terms of a constitutional 
amendment adopted by the voters in 1934. 
Since then, widespread interest in the uni- 
cameral system has been shown. Creation 
of single-chamber Legislatures was recom- 
mended by Gov. Moeur of Arizona and the 
late Gov. Olson of Minnesota in 1935 and 
by Gov. Curley of Massachusetts in 1936. 


Adoption of the unicameral legislative sys-. 


tem in Maryland was recommended this year 
by the State Commission on Governmental 
Efficiency and Economy, as one of the first 
steps toward reorganization of the State Gov- 
ernment to provide “more effective and less 
costly services.” A ew Constitution for 
Maryland, recently proposed by H. IL. 
Mencken, provided for a single-house “Leg- 
islative Council” of 15 members. A. uni- 
cameral Legislature was recommended for 
Pennsylvania in a report issued last year by 
the Local Government Commission, com- 
posed of members of the State Assembly. 
The Nebraska Legislature was in session 
98 days this year, as compared with 110 
days in 1935, when the bicameral Legislature 
held its final session. A total of 581 bills 
and resolutions were introduced, and of these 
210, or 36 per cent, were enacted. In the 


1935 session, out of 1056 bills and resolutions 
introduced, only 192, or 18 per cent, were 
enacted. The cost of the 1937 session was 
about $140,000, as compared with $202,600 for 
the 1935 session. 

Most observers expressed the view that 
this year’s session indicated that the Ne- 
braska system was neither an unqualified 
success nor a failure. Critics pointed to 
the lack of legislative leadership and the in- 
crease in lobbying as the most objectionable 
features of the experiment. 

Under the Nebraska plan, the 43 legisla- 
tors are elected on a non-partisan ballot, 
while the Governor is elected on a party 
ticket. It was this arrangement which was 
largely responsible for the lack of leader- 
ship. Although elected on a party platform, 
with partisan commitments, the Governor 
had no party to lead in the Legislature. 
Leadership was divided among chairmen of 
the more important committees. Observers 
pointed out that this arrangement produced 
confusion.

Replying to this criticism, Norris said: 

“To get away from partisan leadership is, 
to a great extent, to eliminate the ability 
of machine politicians to control the Legis- 
lature. We want to get rid of party lead- 
ership. We want to divorce the legislative 
proceedings entirely from party promises, 
deceptions and intrigues.” 

Norris held that the increase in lobbying 
was more apparent than real. “Lobbyists 
under the new system were compelled to ap- 
pear publicly,” he said. 

An unmistakable trend in foreign coun- 
tries toward abandonment of the two-house 
system and substitution of the single-cham- 
ber plan has been evident during the present 
century. The Serbian Coristitution of 1904 
established a unicameral Legislature, while 
passage of the Parliament Act of 1911 prac- 
tically amounted to renunciation of the bi- 
cameral system in England. The act de- 
prived the House of Lords of many of its 
powers and subordinated it to the House of 
Commons. 

The constitutions of many of the govern- 
ments established in Europe, after the World 
War, including Esthonia, Finland, Yugo- 
slavia, Latvia and Lithuania, made no pro- 
vision for a second house. Albania, Bul- 
garia, Spain and Turkey likewise have estab- 
lished unicameral legislatures. 

One by one, the Canadian provinces have 
adopted the single-house scheme, Nova Sco- 
tia making the change in 1928. Quebec is 
now the only province which retains the bi- 
cameral arrangement. The new Philippine 
Constitution, adopted in 1935, established a 
single-house Legislature.

naval demonstration by “a fleet of 
unknown nationality” was held off 
the Balearic island of Minorca. 
Seven warships participated. 

The commander of the Port Ma- 
hon naval base at Minorca reported 
that the demonstration took place 
at 11 o’clock Tuesday night. .He 
said “one ship remained a short dis- 
tance offshore with searchlight 
ablaze lighting up the whole coast.” 

The vessels divided shortly there- 
after and four steamed away to the 
northwest. The others, although 
they moved slowly out of range of 
the Government-held island, re- 
mained in sight. 

Early in che civil war the insur- 
gents seized the Balearic island of 
Mallorca and later took tiny Ibiza, 
but Government forces have held 
Minorca off the east Mediterranean 
coast. 

Foreign Minister Jose Giral Pe- 
reira accused unidentified foreign 
Powers of recent submarine attacks 
on Spanish vessels and repeated 
charges that new Italian troops 
have arrived to aid the insurgents. 

He said: 

“Italian soldiers are still arriving 
in Spain. 

“There has not been a fortnight 
since last August that Italian sol- 
diers have not arrived. Various 
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means of camouflage are used— 
Many are landed in Morocco and 
then sent to Spain. 

“The rebels had no submarines at 
the start of the war. We got them 
all and still have them. They could 
not have constructed them because 
Cartagena, in Government hands, is 
the only place in Spain where there 
are facilities for submarine con- 
struction. 

“It is impossible to conceive of 
the insurgents having bought sub- 
marines because no nation is selling 
ships of that line these days.” 

Germany has at leas& four sub- 
marines in the Mediterranean, said 
the Minister. 

He announced the Government 
planned, at an unspecified date, to 
permit reopening of churches 
throughout Government-held 2rri- 
tory. The Constitution provides 
freedom of conscience and worship, 
he declared, and the churches were 
closed, “not for being churches, but 
for being fortified centers of the

The Duke of Windsor, who is at 
Castle Wasserleonburg, in Austria, 
with his bride, was displeased when 
informed of the remarks. He tele- 
phoned the following statement to 
Lord Beaverbrook’s London Eve- 
ning Standard and authorized its 
publication: 

“I came up to London from Sand- 
ringham the day after my father’s 
death to convey the express desire 
of my mother that the _ funeral 
should take place on Jan. 28. She 
was most anxious to avoid a long 
and painful delay, like that of two 
weeks which elapsed between the 
death and burial of my grandfa- 
ther, King Edward VII. 

“There were about 30 people at 
an informal meeting, which was 
held in my dining room at York 
House about 5 or 5:30 on the after- 
noon of Tuesday, Jan. 21. I called 
the meeting in order to discuss the 
funeral arrangements, and those 
present represented all the neces- 
sary authorities who would be con- 
cerned. 

“Among those present were repre- 
sentatives of the three services and 
of the police, the Earl Marshal, Sir 
Gerald Wollaston, and, I think, Lord 
Wigram., 

“My brother, the-present King, 
was also there. 

“I told the meeting of my moth- 
er’s desire that the funeral should 
take place on Jan. 28. 

“All present with the exception 
of Sir Gerald Wollaston agreed that 
everything could be arranged for 


Tuesday, Jan. 28, a week from the 
day of our meeting. 

“Since that date suited the con- 
venience of everyone else, I had to 
tell Sir Gerald that he must ex- 
pedite his part of the arrangements, 
so that the funeral would take place 
on that day. 


“I said: ‘I’m very sorry, but if 
everyoneelse says git can be ar- 
ranged, we must do everything we 
can to follow the Queen’s wishes in 
this matter.’ 

“I had to speak quite sharply to 
Sir Gerald on the subject. 

“The next day I went back to 
Sandringham. I told my mother, 
Queen Mary, that I had arranged 
the matter as she had wished, and 
she thanked me for what I had 
done.

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Colorful Jams, Jellies and Pre- 
serves Can Be Made of 
Summer’s Plenty. 


With fruits and berries of all 
kinds plentiful this summer, the 


natural urge for the woman who en- 
joys doing things is to turn some 
of this plenty into glasses and jars 
of jellies and jams. 
If you have never experienced the 
gratifying glow that comes of look- 
ing at rows and rows of jelly stored 
in the fruit cellar in the basement 
you have been missing something. 
Home-made jellies, jams and pre- 
serves have a flavor rarely achieved 
outside of the home. 

The work of “putting up” these 


not be a wearying task. Jelly turns 
out much better if it: is made in 
small quantities. And with so many 
interesting containers, covers and 
labels on the market now it is diffi- 
cult to resist the urge. 

If you prefer a clear jewel-like 
jelly use only the liquid which drips 
from the jelly bag. For-.jams a bit 
of water may be added to the re- 
mainder and this put through a 
sieve. Preserves usually mean the 
whole fruit or berry cooked with 
sugar to a thick consistency. 

The jelly test is the “sheet” test,

Here are some recipes that will 
help you utilize the summer’s offer- 
ings: 

Raspberry Jam. 

Wash raspberries and crush them. 
Weigh the crushed berries and add 
three-fourths as much sugar by 
weight. Boil mixture until it is 
thick and clear. Long boiling should 
be avoided, because it makes the 
jam dark and strong. Pack hot into 
clean jars and seal immediately. 

Sweet Cherry Jam. 

Four cups (two pounds) prepared 
fruit. 

One-fourth cup lemon juice. 

Seven cups (three pounds) sugar. 

One bottle fruit pectin. 


| To prepare fruit, stem and pit 
about two and one-half pounds fully 
ripe sweet cherries.

ERHAPS the most fascinating 
P reature of slam bidding is the 

fact that here versatility rather 
than pure orthodoxy comes into its 
own. 


Many hands occur in which only 
direct methods should be employed.

North’s bidding is particularly 
worthy of comment. When South 
overcalled East’s spade bid with 
two diamonds, it was immediately 
apparent to North that a slam was 
either cold or the next thing to it. 
The trump situation seemed excel- 
lent. Certainly, no more than one 
spade trick could be lost. This left 
only the heart suit to be consid- 
ered. On that point North saw 
every reason for optimism. First, 
there was the chance that South 
might hold a singleton heart; sec- 
ond, that he might have the king; 
third, that if he had two or three 
smajl hearts the finesse would 
work. There was a fourth chance 
even more persuasive, namely, that 
on the highly confident jump bid 
to six diamonds by North, the open- 
ing leader (West) would not dream 
of opening a heart and, hence, that 
a spade trick could be established 
ir. the North hand for a heart dis- 
card before the heart ace was at- 
tacked. Most important of all from 
North’s point of view, however, was 
the realization that the slam must 
be bid by direct methods or not at 
all, since on his particular freak 
no slam device was comfortably 
available. That North’s  calcula- 
tion of the many chances for the 
contract was accurate was attested 
b, the actual development of the 
hand, upon the opening lead of the 
club ace by West. 


Dummy ruffed and led a slow 
diamond to the king. Declarer 
cashed the club king, discarding a 
heart from dummy, and ruffed his 
last club with the trump ace. De- 
clarer had noted the fall of the 
trump eight from West and felt 
that there was a good chance of its 
being a singleton. At any rate, 
since dummy now was down to one 
trump a perfect strip could not be 
executed. So declarer had to be

E patriotic, but keep cool about 
Bi especially when it comes to 
entertaining. A simple little 
party may be the happy ending to 
the Glorious Fourth. Include some 
table games and one or two stunts 
of another type in your program. 
There should be just enough activ- 
ity to avoid strain and no more. 
Nothing strenuous allowed. Have a 
table arranged as a punch and 
sandwich buffet at one end of the 
porch so that guests may help 
themselves during the evening. 


Five games should be enough. 
Three table games and two stunts 
of a different kind make a well- 
balanced program. Suppose, for ex- 
ample, that you are planning a 
party for 12. In that case, you 
would set up three tables and place 
four chairs at each. The equipment 
for each table game could be 
placed on the right table at the be- 
ginning of the party and there will 
be no delay in getting started. If 
you and your host, or partner, do 
not wish to join in the games, you 
may explain the various games as 
each group starts to play, and so 
keep things going smoothly. If, on 
the other hand, you do intend to 
join the games, then-you must have 
an instruction sheet on each table, 
along with the equipment for the 
game, 


One game that can be played is 
called “Early America.” For it you 
will need 64 plain white cards. 
Write the name of each of the 13 
original states on four cards (mak- 
ing 52 cards). Then make up three 
piles, each consisting of all four 
cards for four original states (16 
cards in each pile—4g altogether). 
The remaining four cards, all con- 
taining the name of the same orig- 
inal state—any state at all except 
That will 
account for all 64 cards. Place the 
last pile face down and keep it sep- 
arate. 

Take up the first pile (original 
State cards only) and divide them 
among the four players at the ta- 
ble. Give each player four cards, 
each containing the name of the 
same state. At the word “go” ev- 
eryone will start passing one card 
at a time to the person at his right, 
at the same time, of course, re- 
ceiving a card from the person at 
his left, until someone has collect- 
ed a set of four different original 
states. Then he will call out 
“America” and expose his hand. 
The passing will continue, however, 
among the remaining players until 
each one has a set of four differ- 
ent states and has called out

“America” as he went “out.” 

Scoring is easy. The first one to 
collect a winning hand and call 
“America,” rates a number 1 on 
the score sheet, the second the 
number 2, the third 3, and the 
last 4. 

The game continues in the same 
way for the next group of four 
original states. As each calls out 
“America” his score for the second 
round will be added to his figure 
on the score sheet. The procedure 
for the third round will be iden- 
tical. 


The fourth time around, however, 
will be different. This last pile of 
cards, consisting of only four orig- 
inal state cards (all for the same 
state) and 12 for other states, will 
be placed face down in the middle 
of the table. Players will draw one 
card at a time, the draw passing 
to the right, until someone gets the 
thirteenth original state to com- 
plete his set. He will call out 
“America” as before. The drawing 
will continue until everyone has 
completed his set of original states. 
Here again, the first one to go 
“out” will get the number 1 added 
to his score, the second 2, the third 
3 and the last 4. The player with 
the lowest score is the winner. 

“Crossing the Delaware” is an- 
other game. For this you will need 
a checkerboard and four small toy 
boats.

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WASHINGTON, D. C., July 1. ; 

HIS town always sets my in- 
T teriority-complex working. I 

appreciate the beauty of its set- 
ting and am sufficiently familiar 
with its history. Its climate is be- 
tween awful and lousy, but after 
the Orient, I’m accustomed to rot- 
ten climates. It’s the people who 
buffalo me. I’ve already seen sev- 
eral thousand men who look like 
United States Senators. The streets 
are filled with people who look like 
members of the Housevof Represen- 
tatives. Most men look like the 
heads of W. N. G., L. K. Q., and 
other alphabetical organizations. 

In the 
hotel barber shop I’m sure there 
were a dozen Ambassadors ahd For- 
eign Ministers ahead of me.
